MOPPING-UP 
OPERATIONS | 


in Pootung, ‘Area 


“Shanghai, Jan. 23. . 

Japanese, mopping-up operations 
in that part of Pootung area lying 
between the Yangtse and Whangpoo 
Rivers are belng carried out, to the 
satisfaction of the Japanese Army 
‘Headquarters,’ according, to a 
Japanese statement; issued to the 
.Press on Saturday, 

‘The statement goes on to allege 
that Japanese troops succeeded, 
‘In the latter part of last week, in 
gaining complete possession ‘of the 
towns of. Fensen, Nanwel and 
Chwansha.

20 miles . south-east. of. 
Shanghal, where a detachment of 
uniformed Chinese soldiers, num- 
bering 1,000 ‘strong, endeavoured 
on Friday to spring a surprise at- 
tack‘on the Japanese forces.
